PARIS, Au g. 11—¡Great Britain and 
France came nearer to the breaking 


po int this afterno o n o ver the Upper 
Silesian qu estio n, Germany and Po ­ 


land. 
Premier Llo y d Geo rge to ld Premier 
Briand that If F rance co ntinu ed to 
maintain h er present po licy there was 
no thing fo r him to do bu t to retu rn to 
Lo ndo n. 
Briand in reply to ld the Premier 
that he co u ld no t make any co nces­ 
sio ns witho u t calling a special sessio n 
o f the Chamber o f Depu ties and secu r­ 
ing their sanctio n. 
The deadlo ck made it necessary to 
call o ff the afterno o n sessio n o f the 
Inter-Allied Su preme Co u ncil. 
President Millerand o f France in­ 
tervened in the Upper Silesian co nver­ 
satio ns between Premier Llo y d Geo rge 
and Premier Briand to day to prevent 
ano ther serio u s divergence o f views. 
The President u rged the impo rtance 
o f a settlement to save the entente 
co rdiale o f Eu ro pe. 
The 
new 
deadlo ck 
between 
the 
British and French premiers develo p­ 
ed o vernight and came to a head at 
a breakfast this mo rning attended by 
Mr. Llo y d Geo rge, M. Briand and M. 
Lo u cheu r, minister fo r liberated reg­ 
io ns in the French cabinet. 
Premier Llo y d Geo rge was said to 
have insisted 
that the British and 
Italian views prevail while M. Briand 
said he wo u ld refu se to make any 
fu rther co ncessio ns. 
The premiers met again at lu ncheo n 
at the su mmer ho me o f President Mil­ 
lerand at Rambo u illet. 
Befo re the 
lu ncheo n began the French President 
co nferred 
privately 
with 
Premier 
Llo y d Geo rge and 
Premier Briand, 
u rging the impo rtance o f an amicable 
settlement. 


The establishment here o f a relig­ 
io u s sect hitherto u nfamiliar to Bris­ 
to l, and which so me call, "The Ho ly 
Ro llers,” is creating a sensatio n which 
has spread bey o nd the Fifth ward, 
where the sect is no w ho lding meet­ 
ings.

'Co mplaint was made o nce o r twice 
to the po lice and o fficers were su m­ 
mo ned to disperse the cro wd. 
T he sect is said to have gained a 
nu mber o f members fro m the lo cal 
Italian co lo ny . 
In fact, the o rgan­ 
izers o f the lo cal co ngregatio n are said 
to co me fro m an Italian missio n o f the 
sect which is lo cated in Philadelphia. 


ISo many co nflicting repo rts have 
been circu lated abo u t the strange sec­ 
tarians and 
thertr meetings .that a 
Co u rier repo rter so u ght to clear u p the 
my stery by interviewing the heads 
o f the lo cal co ngregatio n. 
He was 
no t very su ccessfu l, ho wever, as a 
seeming desire to be reticent met his 
inqu iries. 
Do n’t want any thing in the papers 
abo u t u s?” said the Italian who acted 
as spo kesman. 
What is the name o f y o u r religio u s 
o rganizatio n?” he was asked.

ried the qu estio n by reply ing, “Like 
the Penteco stal Christians." 


United States Sends 
Parley Inv itatio ns

Great Britain, France, Japan, Italy 
and China fo rmal invitatio ns fo r tho se 
natio ns to participate in a disarma 
ment co nference and a discu ssio n o f 
F ar Eastern po licies, at Washingto n 
o n No vember 11, Secretary o f State 
Hu ghes anno u nced to day . 
The fo rmal invitatio ns will be pu t 
o n the cables this afterno o n and will 
pro baibly be made pu blic here to mo r 
ro w. 
The invitatio ns have already been 
drafted, it is u ndersto o d. 
They al 
ready have been the su bject o f sev 
eral co nferences 
between Secretary 
o f State Hu ghes and President Hard 
ing. 
It is likely that their actu al 
transmissio n 
will 
be 
delay ed u ntil 
after to mo rro w’s cabinet meeting in 
o rder that the president’s advisers 
may pu t a final O. K. o n them. 
With the first fo rmal steps to ward 
the co nference all bu t co mpleted, the 
attentio n o f President Harding and 
his advisers here is tu rning to the 
perso nnel o f the American co mmis 
sio n, where a real pro blem is pre 
sented. 
President Harding’s o wn su ggestio n 
that tne participating natio ns immeu 
their delegatio ns to five o r six per­ 
so ns already has pro vided the to n­ 
gu es o f Washingto n with a basis o f 
specu latio n co ncerning the sy stem to 
be 
fo llo wed in selecting 
America’s 
representatives. 
It is 
co nsidered settled in high 
qu arters here that President Harding 
himself will take no active part in the 
deliberatio ns, and that Secretary o f 
State Hu ghes will act as chairman o f 
and principal 
spo kesman 
fo r 
American delegatio n.
